JOHN  WILLIAMS 


The  1 00th  Birthday  Season  is  John  Williams’s 
sixth  as  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops.  In 
January  1980  he  became  the  nineteenth  con¬ 
ductor  of  the  Pops  since  its  founding  in  1 885. 

Williams  was  born  in  New  York  and  moved  to 
Los  Angeles  with  his  family  in  1 948.  There  he 
attended  UCLA  and  studied  composition  privately 
with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco.  After  service  in 
the  Air  Force,  Williams  returned  to  New  York  to 
attend  the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied 
piano  with  Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  While  in 
New  York,  he  also  worked  as  a  jazz  pianist,  both 
in  clubs  and  on  recordings.  Again,  Williams 
moved  to  Los  Angeles  and  began  his  career  in 
the  film  studios,  working  with  such  composers  as 
Bernard  Hermann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz 
Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many 
television  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two 
Emmys  for  his  work. 

Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served 
as  music  director  for  over  sixty  films,  including 
Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips;  Jaws,  Star  Wars,  Close 
Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  Superman,  The 
Empire  Strikes  Back,  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  E.T. 


(the  Extra-Terrestrial),  Return  of  the  Jedi,  Indiana 
Jones  and  the  Temple  of  Doom,  and,  most  re¬ 
cently,  The  River.  He  has  received  21  Academy 
Award  nominations  and  has  been  awarded  four 
Oscars  and  15  Grammies,  as  well  as  several  gold 
and  platinum  records.  His  most  recent  Oscar  was  for 
Best  Original  Score  for  a  Motion  Picture,  for  E.T. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Williams  has  written 
many  concert  pieces,  including  two  symphonies 
and  a  flute  concerto  and  violin  concerto  recorded 
by  the  London  Symphony  Orchestra.  His  Jubilee 
350  Fanfare  heralded  the  350th  birthday  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  September  1980.  He  dedicated 
his  Pops  on  the  March,  written  for  the  1981  Pops 
season,  to  the  late  Arthur  Fiedler,  and  he  opened 
the  1983  season  with  the  Esplanade  Overture 
written  especially  for  the  Boston  Pops.  Mr. 
Williams  was  commissioned  to  compose  the 
official  fanfare  and  theme  for  the  1 984  Summer 
Olympic  Games  in  Los  Angeles.  For  the  Pops’ 
100th  Birthday,  he  wrote  a  new  tuba  concerto  which 
was  premiered  this  May  by  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra’s  tuba  player,  Chester  Schmitz. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold 
over  four  million  copies,  more  than  any  non-pop 
album  in  recording  history.  Many  of  his  film 
scores  have  been  recorded,  and  his  highly 
acclaimed  albums  with  the  Boston  Pops  include 
Pops  in  Space,  That’s  Entertainment  (Pops  on 
Broadway),  Pops  on  the  March,  Pops  Around  the 
World  (Digital  Overtures),  Aisle  Seat,  Pops  Out  of 
This  World,  and  Boston  Pops  on  Stage.  Their 
collaboration  with  soprano  Jessye  Norman, 
entitled  With  a  Song  in  My  Heart,  was  released 
early  in  1985,  and  another  recording,  America 
the  Dream  Goes  On,  a  collection  of  favorite 
Americana,  will  be  released  this  summer  under  a 
continuing  exclusive  contract  with  Philips  Records. 

Since  his  appointment  as  Pops  Conductor, 
Williams  has  led  the  Pops  in  New  York,  Chicago, 
Los  Angeles,  Detroit,  and  many  other  American 
cities.  In  addition,  he  has  appeared  as  guest  con¬ 
ductor  with  the  major  orchestras  of  London, 
Houston,  Philadelphia,  Toronto,  Montreal,  and 
Los  Angeles.  In  the  past  few  years,  Williams  has 
received  several  honorary  degrees  from 
American  colleges  and  universities,  including 
Boston  Conservatory  of  Music,  Berklee  College 
of  Music  in  Boston,  Northeastern  University, 

Tufts  University,  and  the  University  of  South 
Carolina  at  Columbia. 

Mr.  Williams  is  currently  writing  a  new  theme  for 
the  NBC  network  television  news.  In  July  he  will 
take  the  Pops  on  a  fourteen-city  transcontinental 
tour  sponsored  by  The  Signal  Companies,  Inc.,  in 
celebration  of  the  Boston  Pops’  100th  Birthday. 


HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  the  founder,  Artistic  Direc¬ 
tor,  and  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Youth  Concerts,  as  well  as  a  member  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Symphony  Orchestra’s  first-violin  section.  Mr. 
Dickson  was  named  Associate  Conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  January  1980. 

A  native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr. 
Dickson  is  a  graduate  of  Somerville  High  School 
and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He 
studied  violin  for  two  years  with  Carl  Flesch  and 
Max  Rostal  as  a  fellowship  student  at  Berlin’s 
Hochschule  fur  Musik  and  later  studied  conduct¬ 
ing  with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the  Domain  School  in 
Maine.  Mr.  Dickson  was  active  both  as  conductor 
and  violinist  before  joining  the  Boston  Symphony 
under  Serge  Koussevitzky  in  1938.  Mr.  Dickson 
is  the  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous  awards. 
He  is  a  Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des 
Lettres  of  the  French  government,  and  in  1971 
the  National  Conference  of  the  Humanities  pre¬ 
sented  him  a  Certificate  of  Honor  recognizing  his 
distinguished  contributions  to  the  humanities.  He 
holds  honorary  degrees  from  Boston’s  Berklee 
College  of  Music,  from  Curry  College,  from  North 
Adams  State  College,  and  from  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University.  In  September  1975, 
the  city  of  Somerville  dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its 
new  Winter  Hill  Community  School  and  in  1983 
the  Boston  Public  Schools  honored  him  by 
dedicating  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral 
Suite  at  Madison  Park  High  School.  In  addition  to 
his  commitment  to  the  Boston  Pops,  he  has  con¬ 
ducted  Pops  concerts  with  the  Worcester 
Symphony,  the  Springfield  (Massachusetts) 
Symphony,  the  Montreal  Symphony,  the 
Vancouver  Symphony,  the  National  Symphony  in 
Washington,  and  the  Orchestra  London,  Ontario. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music 
and  musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has  incorporated 
many  of  them  into  his  book,  Gentlemen,  More 
Dolce  Please!,  an  entertaining  view  of  music 
behind  the  scenes.  His  latest  book,  Arthur  Fiedler 
and  the  Boston  Pops,  was  published  in  April 
1981.  In  addition,  he  has  furthered  the  part-time 
conducting  career  of  his  close  friend  Danny 


Kaye,  with  whom  he  has  traveled  to  many  coun¬ 
tries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Mr. 
Dickson’s  association  with  the  Boston  Pops 
dates  from  1938;  he  became  assistant  conductor 
of  that  orchestra  in  1958.  In  1975  he  conducted 
the  Pops  at  the  first  inaugural  ceremony  of  his 
son-in-law,  Governor  Michael  Dukakis. 

The  1984-85  season  marks  the  25th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts  as 
a  permanent  annual  series.  For  his  work  as  the 
artistic  director  and  conductor  of  these  concerts, 
Mr.  Dickson  has  been  described  as  “that  rare 
soul,  an  adult  who  remembers  what  it  was  like  to 
be  young,  who  loves  young  people  and  under¬ 
stands  them,  and  who  wishes  to  share  with  them 
that  magic  kingdom  of  the  mind  where  music  is 
the  key.” 


A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
THE  BOSTON  POPS 


The  promise  of  something  new  and  exciting  at 
Boston’s  Music  Hall  brought  out  a  large  crowd  on 
July  1 1 , 1885,  none  of  whom  could  have  guessed 
that  they  were  present  for  what  would  become  a 
national  tradition. 

Boston,  of  all  American  cities,  had  a  reputation 
for  sobriety  in  matters  musical-the  notion  of 
“good  music”  as  “high  art”  was  intimately  bound 
up  with  the  understanding  that  the  music  must 
be,  above  all,  serious.  What  a  surprise,  then,  to 
discover  that  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder 
in  1881  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  pro¬ 
posed  to  establish  in  the  summer  “concerts  of  a 
lighter  kind  of  music.” 

Higginson’s  idea  was  inspired  in  part  by  his 
early  experiences  as  a  music  student  in  Vienna, 
where  he  enjoyed  the  delights  of  Austrian 
concert  gardens,  which  offered  light  music  in  the 
relaxed  atmosphere  of  a  cafe  setting.  He  was 
also  a  realist  with  a  strong  desire  to  provide  fuller 
employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  who  at  the  time  worked  only  six 
months  of  the  year. 

When  the  dream  was  finally  realized,  it  was  a 
bold  innovation.  Billed  as  the  “Promenade 
Concerts,”  they  combined  light  classical  music, 
tunes  from  the  current  hits  of  the  musical  theater, 
and  occasionally  a  novelty  number  designed 
largely  to  generate  laughter  with  clever  musical 
tricks.  In  addition,  Music  Hall  was  among  the  first 
public  buildings  lighted  by  electricity,  and  no¬ 
where  else  in  the  city  could  music  be  heard  in 
the  same  room  where  refreshments  and  light 
alcoholic  beverages  were  being  served.  The 
highest  social  circles  of  Boston  were  present, 
and,  at  intermission,  the  audience  enjoyed  prom¬ 
enading  to  meet  friends  and  sport  the  latest 
spring  fashions.  Allowing  for  some  changes  of 
taste  over  the  course  of  a  century,  the  early  pro¬ 
grams  were  remarkably  similar  to  the  Pops  pro¬ 
grams  of  today. 

Throughout  the  orchestra’s  early  history,  almost 
all  of  the  Pops  conductors  were  drawn  from  the 
membership  of  the  BSO.  The  principal  exception 
was  the  first  conductor,  Adolf  Neuendorff,  a 
German-born  musician  who  came  to  America  in 
1854  and  studied  music  here.  A  prominent  opera 
conductor,  he  had  led  the  American  premieres  of 
Wagner’s  Lohengrin  and  Die  Walkure.  Several  of 
the  conductors  were  significant  musical  figures: 
Timothee  Adamowski,  a  distinguished  violinist 
and  chamber  musician;  Max  Zach,  who  later 
became  conductor  of  the  St.  Louis  Symphony 
Orchestra;  and  Gustav  Strube,  a  prolific  com¬ 


poser  who  heard  fifteen  of  his  orchestral  works 
performed  by  the  Boston  Symphony  and  later 
became  the  first  conductor  of  the  Baltimore 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  director  of  the 
Peabody  Conservatory  in  Baltimore.  Often  the 
conductorship  was  shared  between  two  people 
during  a  season,  which  provided  some  variety  in 
programming  tastes  and  also  encouraged  con- 
certgoers  to  attend  more  than  once  each  year. 

The  new  century  dawned  in  Boston  with  a  new 
name  and  a  new  home  for  the  “Promenade 
Concerts.”  The  change  came  with  the  temporary 
move  from  Music  Hall  to  Mechanics’  Hall  while 
the  Boston  Symphony’s  new  home  in  Back  Bay 
was  still  under  construction.  In  1 900  the  pro¬ 
grams  began  carrying,  for  the  first  time,  the 
punchy  and  by  now  commonly  accepted  term, 
the  “Pops.”  Now  being  frequently  performed  was 
a  recent  patriotic  work  by  America’s  “March 
King,”  John  Philip  Sousa,  which  in  later  decades 
was  to  become  a  celebrated  Pops  signature 
piece-“The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever.” 

The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for  many 
years  linked  with  the  name  of  Arthur  Fiedler,  who 
in  1 930  became  the  first  American-born  conduc¬ 
tor  put  in  charge  of  entertaining  Pops  audiences. 
Born  in  Boston,  trained  in  Germany,  Fiedler 
joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in  1 91 5  as  a 
twenty-year-old  violinist.  He  played  both  violin 
and  viola  under  several  Pops  conductors,  notably 
the  Italians  Agide  Jacchia  and  distinguished 
composer  Alfredo  Casella.  In  order  to  develop  his 
skills  as  a  conductor,  Fiedler  formed  the  Fiedler 
Sinfonietta,  a  chamber  orchestra  composed  of 
Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same  time, 
his  efforts  to  establish  a  series  of  free  outdoor 
orchestral  concerts  resulted,  in  1929,  in  the  first 
Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River.  With  Fiedler’s  appointment  as 
eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  the 
following  year,  the  modern  Pops  was  established. 
Fiedler  took  a  strong  interest  in  American  music 
and  young  American  soloists;  he  also  emphasized 
popular  contemporary  compositions  as  well  as 
light  music  of  earlier  days. 

Fiedler’s  Esplanade  concerts  were  eventually 
absorbed  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
organization.  With  the  establishment  of  the 
BSO’s  summer  home  at  Tanglewood,  however, 
the  BSO’s  players  could  not  also  appear  regularly  in 
the  outdoor  concerts.  The  solution  was  to  create 
a  second  permanent  ensemble,  the  Boston  Pops 
Esplanade  Orchestra,  comprised  of  the  outstand¬ 
ing  musical  talent  of  the  Boston  area.  As  the 


name  suggests,  they  perform  most  of  the 
Esplanade  concerts.  They  have  also  come  to 
share  the  Symphony  Hall  performances  and  today 
present  nearly  half  of  the  spring  Pops  season. 

Recordings,  tours,  and  guest  appearances  made 
Fiedler  and  the  Pops  famous.  One  of  their 
earliest  releases,  Jacob  Gade’s  Jalousie,  issued 
in  1935,  became  the  first  orchestral  record  ever 
to  “go  gold”  by  selling  more  than  a  million  copies. 
Jalousie  and  Gershwin’s  Rhapsody  in  Blue 
launched  the  Pops  as  the  most-recorded  orches¬ 
tra  in  the  world. 

The  current  series  of  live  local  Boston  Pops 
radio  broadcasts  was  initiated  in  1952;  as  of 
1962,  syndicated  Pops  radio  broadcasts  have 
been  heard  nationally  each  week.  Starting  in 
1969,  the  national  public  television  program 
Evening  at  Pops,  a  joint  production  of  WGBH-TV 
in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra, 
Inc.,  made  the  Pops  familiar  and  welcome  visitors 
to  households  all  over  the  country  and  even 
beyond  its  borders. 

Following  Fiedler’s  death  on  July  10,  1979, 
Boston  Pops  Associate  Conductor  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson  led  the  orchestra  until  John  Williams 
was  appointed  Conductor  in  January  1980.  Mr. 
Williams  has  retained  what  he  refers  to  as  the 
“tripartite  program  format,”  with  an  opening  third 
of  light-classical  music,  a  middle  third  often 
featuring  a  classical  or  popular  soloist,  and  a  final 


portion  of  popular  music,  frequently  drawn  from 
theater  or  film  scores. 

Mr.  Williams  has  broadened  the  Pops  repertory, 
maintained  the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops, 
and  led  a  series  of  best-selling  recordings  under 
an  exclusive  contract  with  Philips  Records. 

These  include  Pops  Out  of  This  World,  Pops  in 
Space,  Pops  on  the  March,  That’s  Entertainment 
(Pops  on  Broadway),  Pops  Around  the  World, 
Aisle  Seat,  and,  most  recently,  With  a  Song  in  My 
Heart,  featuring  soprano  Jessye  Norman. 

The  Pops  season  begins  immediately  following 
the  close  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s 
winter  season,  usually  in  early  May,  and  con¬ 
tinues  through  mid-July.  There  is  an  annual 
Christmas  Pops  series  and  a  New  Year’s  Eve 
Gala  at  Symphony  Hall,  as  well.  Pops  concerts 
are  performed  by  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra, 
which  is  comprised  of  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  (except  for  twelve  of  the 
orchestra’s  principal  players,  who  tour  during  the 
Pops  season  as  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber 
Players),  and  by  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra.  The  list  of  distinguished  conductors 
who  have  led  the  Pops  in  recent  years  includes 
Erich  Kunzel,  John  Lanchbery,  Lionel  Newman, 
John  Covelli,  Mitch  Miller,  and  Henry  Mancini.  In 
addition  to  its  other  activities,  the  Pops  makes 
frequent  tours  throughout  the  United  States. 
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THE  BOSTON  POPS  CONDUCTORS 


A  history  of  the  Pops  shows  many  changes  in 
their  conductors,  two  or  three  often  dividing  a 
season.  Adolf  Neuendorff,  who  later  became 
conductor  at  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  conducted 
the  first  “Pops”  concert  on  July  11,1 885,  when 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  four  years 
old.  The  first  concerts  were  called  “Promenade 
Concerts,”  after  the  old  London  concerts.

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HISTORY  OF  SYMPHONY  HALL 


The  first  home  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orches¬ 
tra  was  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall,  which  stood 
downtown  where  the  Orpheum  Theatre  now 
stands,  held  about  2,400  seats,  and  was  threatened 
in  1893  by  a  city  road-building/rapid  transit  project. 
That  summer,  the  BSO’s  founder,  Major  Henry 
Lee  Higginson,  organized  a  corporation  to  finance 
a  new  and  permanent  home  for  the  orchestra, 
and  on  15  October  1900,  some  seven  years  and 
$750,000  later,  the  new  hall  was  opened.  The 
inaugural  gala  concluded  with  a  performance  of 
Beethoven’s  Missa  Solemnis  under  the  direction 
of  then  music  director  Wilhelm  Gericke. 

At  Higginson’s  insistence,  the  architects - 
McKim,  Meade  &  White  of  New  York-  engaged 
Wallace  Clement  Sabine,  a  young  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  of  physics  at  Harvard,  as  their  acoustical 
consultant,  and  Symphony  Hall  became  the  first 
auditorium  designed  in  accordance  with  scientif¬ 
ically-derived  acoustical  principles.  It  is  widely 
regarded  as  one  of  the  two  or  three  finest  con¬ 
cert  halls  in  the  world:  Bruno  Walter  called  it  “the 
most  noble  of  American  concert  halls,”  and 
Herbett  von  Karajan,  comparing  it  to  Vienna’s 
renowned  Grosser  Musikvereinsaal,  noted  that 
“for  much  music,  it  is  even  better . . .  because  of 
its  slightly  lower  reverberation  time.” 

Symphony  Hall  is  61  feet  high,  75  feet  wide, 
and  1 24  feet  long  from  the  lower  back  wall  to  the 
front  of  the  stage.  The  walls  of  the  stage  slope 
inward  to  help  focus  the  sound.  The  side  bal¬ 
conies  are  shallow  so  as  not  to  trap  any  of  the 
sound,  and  though  the  rear  balconies  are 
deeper,  sound  is  properly  reflected  from  the  back 
walls.  The  recesses  of  the  coffered  ceiling  help 
distribute  the  sound  throughout  the  hall,  as  do 
the  statue-filled  niches  along  three  sides.  The 
auditorium  itself  is  centered  within  the  building, 
with  corridors  and  offices  insulating  it  from  out¬ 


side  street  noise.  The  leather  seats  are  the  ones 
installed  for  the  hall’s  opening  in  1900,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  the  wooden  floors,  the  hall  is 
built  of  brick,  steel,  and  plaster,  with  only  a 
moderate  amount  of  decoration.  Symphony  Hall 
seats  2,625  people  during  the  winter  season  and 
2,371  during  the  Pops  season,  when  the  banks  of 
orchestra  seats  are  replaced  by  tables  and  chairs. 

The  Symphony  Hall  organ,  and  Aeolian-Skinner 
designed  by  G.  Donald  Harrison  and  installed  in 
1949,  is  considered  one  of  the  finest  concert  hall 
organs  in  the  world.  The  console  was  auto¬ 
graphed  by  Albert  Schweitzer,  who  expressed 
his  best  wishes  for  the  organ’s  tone.  There  are 
more  than  4,800  pipes,  ranging  in  size  from  32 
feet  to  less  than  six  inches  and  located  behind 
the  false  organ  pipe  facade  which  is  visible  to 
the  audience. 

Two  radio  booths  used  for  the  taping  and  broad¬ 
casting  of  concerts  overlook  the  stage.  For 
recording  sessions,  equipment  is  installed  in  an 
area  of  the  basement.  The  hall  was  completely 
air-conditioned  during  the  summer  of  1973,  and 
in  1975  a  six-passenger  elevator  was  installed  in 
the  Massachusetts  Avenue  stairwell. 

A  couple  of  interesting  points  for  observant  con- 
certgoers:  Beethoven  is  the  only  composer 
whose  name  was  inscribed  on  one  of  the  plaques 
which  trim  the  stage  and  balconies  of  the  hall; 
the  other  plaques  were  left  empty  since  it  was 
felt  that  only  Beethoven’s  popularity  would 
remain  unchanged.  And  the  initials  “BMH”  -  for 
“Boston  Music  Hall,”  as  the  building  was  to  have 
been  called  -  appear  on  the  stairwell  banisters  at 
the  Huntington  Avenue  side,  originally  planned 
as  the  main  entrance.  But  the  old  Boston  Music 
Hall  was  gutted  only  after  the  new  building  - 
Symphony  Hall  -  was  opened.

PROGRAM  NOTES 


1712  Overture 

PDQ  Bach  (1807-1742?) 

The  1712  Overture  stands  out  in  P.D.Q.  Bach’s 
ouevre  for  two  reasons,  among  others:  a)  it  is  by 
far  the  most  programmatic  instrumental  piece 
among  those  by  the  mini-meister  of  Wein-am- 
Rhein  so  far  unearthed,  and  2)  its  discovery  has 
led  to  a  revelation  about  the  composer’s  father, 
Johann  Sebastian  Bach,  that  has  exploded  like  a 
bomb-shell  on  the  usually  serene  musicological 
landscape. 

The  overture  is  based  on  an  anecdote  told  to 
P.D.Q.  by  a  cousin,  Peter  Ulrich.  Since  P.U.  lived 
in  Dudeldorf,  only  a  few  miles  down  the  road 
from  Wein-am-Rhein,  he  was  P.D.Q.’s  closest  re¬ 
lative,  and  he  was,  in  fact,  one  of  the  few 
members  of  the  Bach  family  who  was  on  speak¬ 
ing  terms  with  P.D.Q.  The  story,  related 
(fortunately  for  us  posterity  types)  to  P.D.Q.  in  a 
letter,  may  be  summarized  thus: 

The  town  of  Dudeldorf  was  founded  by  two 
brothers,  Rudi  and  Diter  Dudel  early  in  the  18th 
century.  Rudi  remained  the  mayor  of  the  new¬ 
born  burg  for  the  rest  of  his  long  life,  but  Diter 
had  a  dream  of  starting  a  musicians’  colony,  an 
entire  city  devoted  to  music,  which  dream,  he 
finally  decided,  could  be  realized  only  in  the  New 
World.  In  1712  he  and  several  other  bagpipers 
sailed  to  Boston  never  to  return  to  Germany. 
(Henceforth  Rudi  became  known  as  “Der 
deutscher  Dudel”  and  Diter  as  “The  Yankee 
Dudel.”)  Unfortunately,  the  head  of  the  Boston 
Musicians’  Guild  had  gotten  wind  of  Dudel’s 
plans  and  Wilhelm  Wiesel  (pron.  Vee  zoe)  known 
none  too  affectionately  around  town  as  “Wiesel 
the  Weasel,”  was  not  about  to  share  what  few 
gigs  there  were  in  colonial  America  with  more 
“foreigners”  and  “outside  agitators.”  He  and  his 
cronies  were  on  hand  to  meet  Dudel’s  boat  when 
it  pulled  into  Boston  Harbor;  they  intended  to 
prevent  the  newcomers’  disembarkation,  but 
Dudel  and  his  companions  managed  to  escape 
to  the  other  side  of  the  bay  in  a  dinghy,  landing 
with  just  enough  time  to  rent  a  carriage  and 
horses  before  hearing  the  sound  of  The  Weasel 
and  his  men,  who  had  had  to  come  around  the 
long  way. 

The  Germans  headed  west  with  the  Bostonians 
in  furious  pursuit.  Soon  the  city  had  been  left  far 
behind  and  by  midnight  so  had  the  pursuers; 

Diter  Dudel  decided  that  it  was  safe  for  him  and 
his  men  to  stop  and  sleep  until  daybreak.  When 
they  awoke  they  found  that  they  were  in  a  beauti¬ 
ful  landscape  of  low,  forested  mountains  and 
pleasant  fields  warmed  by  the  brilliant  sun  and 
serenaded  by  an  entrancing  variety  of  birds. 

Here,  Dudel  thought,  here  is  where  I  will  build  my 


colony.  The  immigrants  continued  down  the  road 
at  a  leisurely  pace  until  they  came  upon  a  little 
church,  all  by  itself  in  the  countryside,  from  which 
there  suddenly  emanated  the  sounds  of  a  pipe 
organ.  At  this  point  the  temptation  to  quote  from 
P.U.  Bach’s  letter  to  P.D.Q.  cannot  be  resisted: 
They  went  inside  and,  after  listening  to  the 
glorious  music  for  a  while,  introduced  them¬ 
selves  to  the  organist.  And  who  do  you 
think  it  was?  Are  you  ready  for  this  -  it  was 
your  old  man!  Hey,  no  kidding,  you  know 
that  your  father  was  the  guy  to  get  when  it 
came  to  testing  new  organs,  and  whoever 
had  that  one  built  offered  old  Sebastian  a 
tidy  sum  to  go  over  there  and  check  it  out. 

The  unexpected  meeting  with  J.S.  Bach  and  his 
sponsors  was  interrupted  by  the  sound  of  horse 
hooves,  as  the  dreaded  Wiesel  and  his  men 
thundered  onto  the  scene.  They  had  been  riding 
all  night,  however,  and  they  were  no  spring 
chickens  to  start  with,  and  as  soon  as  they 
reached  the  church  they  all  dropped,  exhausted, 
to  the  ground.  The  elated  Germans  rang  the 
church  bells  and  offered  to  buy  everyone  a  beer 
at  the  nearest  tavern.  There  they  were  taught, 
and  joined  in  singing,  what  might  be  called  the 
national  anthem  of  the  New  World.  The  melody  of 
this  pre-revolutionary  patriotic  song  is  still 
remembered  (P.D.Q.  quotes  it,  in  the  bass 
instruments,  near  the  end  of  the  overture),  but  its 
words  are  now  all  but  forgotten: 

Freedom,  of  thee  we  sing, 

Freedom  e’re  our  goal; 

Death  to  the  English  King, 

Long  live  Rock  and  Roll. 

The  striking  paucity  of  biographical  references 
to  Johann  Sebastian  Bach  during  the  year  1712 
can  now  be  explained:  he  was  abroad  for  a 
significant  part  of  that  year,  testing  organs  in  the 
British  Colonies.  That  this  revelation  has  not 
been  accepted  as  fact  by  the  musicological 
establishment  is  no  surprise,  since  it  means  that 
a  lot  of  books  have  to  be  rewritten.  The  members 
of  that  establishment  haven’t  even  accepted  the 
existence  of  P.D.Q.  Bach,  one  of  whose  major 
works  the  1712  Overture  certainly  is.  It  is  also  a 
work  which  shows  Tchaikovsky  up  as  the  shame¬ 
less  plagiarizer  that  some  of  us  have  always 
known  he  was. 

The  discovery  of  this  awesome  opus  was  made 
possible  by  a  Centennial  Research  Commission 
from  the  Boston  Pops;  the  first  modern  perfor¬ 
mance  took  place  at  the  opening  concert  of  the 
100th  Birthday  Season  of  that  orchestra,  under 
the  exciting  but  authentic  direction  of  John  Williams.

HENRY  MANCINI 


Henry  Mancini  studied  flute  and  piano  as  a 
child,  then  attended  the  Juilliard  School,  where 
his  studies  were  interrupted  by  military  service. 
After  the  war  he  concentrated  on  composition, 
working  with  Ernst  Krenek  and  Mario  Castelnuovo- 
Tedesco.  Since  his  theme  to  the  television  show 
Peter  Gunn  became  a  big  hit  in  the  1 950s  (and, 
incidentally,  introduced  jazz  to  television 
scoring),  he  has  been  a  popular  and  much 
sought-after  composer  for  both  TV  and  theatrical 
films,  as  well  as  the  composer  of  many  hit  songs 
(including  “Moon  River,”  with  lyricist  Johnny 
Mercer,  for  which  he  won  the  Academy  Award  for 
Best  Song).  Mancini  has  conducted  the  Boston 
Pops  on  a  number  of  occasions  in  recent  years, 
and  he  led  the  orchestra  on  a  thirteen-city 
American  tour  in  August  and  October  1983.  For 
the  centennial  of  the  Pops  this  year,  Henry 
Mancini  was  commissioned  to  write  a  new  work 
for  the  orchestra,  and  he  has  chosen  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  festivities  with  the  kind  of  work  that 
has  most  often  opened  a  Pops  concert  over  the 
last  century-a  lively  overture.  It  is  called,  simply, 
“Overture  for  a  Pops  Concert,”  and  it  receives  its 
first  performance  this  evening.
